President Hoover Issued an exec­ 
utive order today changing the 
civil service law so as to give 
greater preference to disabled vet­ 
erans. 
The executive order amends the 
civil service law' in accordance 
with the recom m endations of a 
commission th at Mr. Hoover ap­ 
pointed to investigate the situa­ 
tion. 
The principal change provides a lfi- 
polnt preference in examination grad­ 
ing to veterans who at present have 
a disability due to wartim e service 
and a five-point preference for other 
veterans. 
The am endm ents provide also that 
the civil service commission shall be 
required to keep a record of reasons 
why any appointing officer passes over 
an eligible veteran in favor of a non- 
veteran eligible. It requires also that 
the commission hold quarterly exam­ 
inations, particularly for the veterans. 
The changes are effective on all fu­ 
ture exam inations of the commission.

Feed Grot** for We* tilt xx Lawns 


A BEAUTIFUL lawn, on*' free from tin1 blemish of unsightly 
weeds, can be maintained very easily, or it can involve a lot of 
back-breaking labor by removing the Weeds one by one as they 
appear. The fact that weeds are always present is to be borne in 
mind, also, that any method calculated to remove them for only 
a temporary period is impractical. No matter how carefully we 
keep the weeds plucked they arc going to continue to show up 
when conditions are favorable for their growth. 
Strong chemicals may I hi applied which temporarily remove 
weeds. When we apply such a remedy, however, w e run the risk 
of injuring the grass and too, While such chemicals will kill tho 
weeds that are growing, they will not prevent a new crop of weeds 
from appearing soon afterwards. For these reasons it is not ad­ 
visable to employ this method. 
The simplest method, and the only sure way to rid your lawn 
of weeds is to produce a mat of grass so th ic k that weirds cannot 
get a start in it, or if they do get started, they will soon In* ch o k ed 
out by the heavy mat of grass and by the deep, closely matted 
root system. A dense growth of grass cannot be produced unless 
the soil is rich in plant food. 
Most of our soils have bei n depleted of much of their fer­ 
tility by plants grown on them year after year and, before grass 
will make satisfactory growth, plant food must In* added to the 
soil. Best results are produced by using a complete, scientifically 
balanced plant food, applying it at the rate of four pounds per 
IOO square feet at the time the grass starts growth in the spring, 
and making additional light applications at intervals of from sin 
to eight weeks during the growing season. 
Such plant foods are sold by hardware stores, seed stores, 
florists and other dealers. You will not go wrong if you select the 
brand made by a reliable manufacturer.

A b e a u t i f u l lawn, one free from the blemish of unsightly 
weeds, can be maintained very easily, or it can involve a lot of 
back-breaking labor by removing the weeds one by one as they 
appear. The fact that weeds are always present is to be borne in 
mind, also, that any method calculated to remove them for only 
a temporary period is impractical. No matter how carefully we 
keep the weeds plucked they are going to continue to show up 
when conditions are favorable for their growth. 
Strong chemicals may be applied which temporarily remove 
weeds. When we apply such a remedy, however, we run the risk 
of injuring the grass and too, while such chemicals will kill the 
weeds that are growing, they will not prevent a new crop of weeds 
from appearing soon afterwards. For these reasons it is not ad­ 
visable to employ this method. 
The simplest method, and the only sure way to rid your lawn 
of weeds is to produce a mat of grass so thick that weeds cannot 
get a start in it, or if they do get started, they will soon be choked 
out by the heavy mat of grass and by the deep, closely matted 
root system. A dense growth of grass cannot he produced unless 
the soil is rich in plant food. 
Most of our soils have been depleted of much of their fer­ 
tility by plants grown on them year after year and, before grass 
will make satisfactory growth, plant food must be added to the 
soil. Best results are produced by using a complete, scientifically 
balanced plant food, applying it at the rate of four pounds per 
IOO square feet at the time the grass starts growth in the spring, 
and making additional light applications at intervals of from six 
to eight weeks during the growing season. 
Such plant foods are sold by hardware stores, seed stores, 
florists and other dealers. You will not go wrong if you select the 
brand made by a reliable manufacturer.
